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THE DEAD DIVINE 


IMPRESSIVE SERVICES AT THE BEECHER 
RESIDENCE IN BROOKLYN. 


Rev. Dr. Hali’s Eloquent Sermon—Mag- 
nificent Floral Tributes From Henry 
Irving and Ellen Terry—The Remains 
Escorted to Plymouth Church by Com- 
pany G—Messages of Condolence Sent 
From Chicago—Flags at Half-Mast in 
New York. 


NEw YORE, March 10.—In spite of the rain 
the streets in the vicinity of Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher’s bouse were crowded with people 
this morning. At8o’clock Captain Campbeil 
and a squad of twenty police took up their 
stations in frontofthe house. A large num- 
ber of floralemblems were received before the 
private services commenced. Two wreaths of 
white roses, lilies of the valley and smilax 
were received by Mrs. Col. Beecher early in 
the morning. These bore the cards of Ellen 
Terry and Henry Irving. Mrs. S. V. White 
sent a pillar of white roses. The coffin rested 
in the center of the front parlor and was sur- 
rounded with a bank of fragrant flowers. The 
sweet perfume pervaded the air, and on all 
sides could be seen floral emblems from the 
friends and admirers of the dead divine. The 
remains were dressed in a suit nf black broad- 
cloth with the frock coat buttoned up, and 
the right hand laid across the heart. The 
features were natural and there was 

A SMILE UPON THE FACE. 
The long gray hair was brushed back over the 
ears, the same as Mr. Beecher wore it while 
alive. Early in the morning, before the serv- 
ices, Mrs. Beecher went into the parlor and 
stood by the coffin for some time. She bent 
over the remains and after imprinting a kiss 
upon the cold lips, was led intothe back room. 
Promptly at 9:30 o’clock Rev. Charles H. Hall 


of the Church of the Holy Trinity entered the 
house. After a short conversation with Maj. 
J.B. Pond, he entered the front parior and 
commenced to read the burial service from 
the ritual of the Episcopal Church. A quartet 
sang ‘‘Jesus, Lover of My Soul,’’ ‘‘Beyond 
the Singing and the Weeping’’ and ‘‘Come, 
Holy Spirit.’’ 
REMOVED TO PLYMOUTH CHURCH. 

While the services werein progress in the 
house, Company G, known as Plymouth Com- 
pany, of the Thirteenth Regiment, was drawn 
up in front of the house on Hicks street. They 
were dressed in the regulation uniform. Only 
the members of the family and a few intimate 
friends were present during the services at 
the house. The family was seated in the back 
parlor. 

None of the family were dressed in black. 
Mrs. Beecher sat near the remains during the 
reading of the services, and by her side 
were her sons and daughters, and the 
members of their families. She bore up won- 
derfully during the whole of the ceremony,and 
was qnite calm. A few minutes before the re- 
mains were carried out of the house tothe 
hearse the rain ceased, the clouds passed 
away and the sun burst out bright and 
clear. Aray shone through the front window 
of the parlor, and before the lid of the casket 
was screwed down rested upon the tace of the 
great divine, lighting it up and forming a halo 
around the head. 

DR. HALL’S REMARKS. 

At the conclusion of the services at the 
house the Rev. Dr, Hall spoke for fifteen min- 
utes. He wasvery much affected and evi- 
dently spoke from his heart. Dr. Hall began 
by referring to the beautiful Jewish custem of 
whispering inthe earofthe dying person the 
Hebrew sentence which, when translated into 
English, meant ‘‘The Lord Jehovah is our 
God,’’ and then described how, when the 
head of the household died, the beautiful 
significance of the ceremony of bearing the 
body out at the front door and the laying of it 

nthe ground withacandle atthe head and 
another at the foot; how the laying of the 
body onthe ground was emblematic of the 
fact that we are all from mother earth, and to 
her must return, no matter what difference 
there was in our position in life,and how death 
made us all equal. 

A 8TRONG FRIENDSHIP. 

The speaker went on toshow thatthe sig- 
nificance of this was further shown in the lay- 
ing ofthe body on the ground without the 
coveriggs of wealth, no matter how high the 

ositiot the Hebrew dead may have neldin 
lite. With Mr. Beecher, who was most em- 
phaticajly a man ofthe people, the plain and 
simple service was specially appropriate, 
and that that reference shouid be 
made of him. Coming down to 
the speaker’s acquaintance with Mr. Beecher, 
Dr. Hall spoke affectionately of the strong 
friendship that for years had existed between 
them. He briefly alladed to how that ac- 
quaintance was made in tne old slavery days, 
the circumstances of which are now matters 
of history, and said that why Mr. Beecher had 
entertained for him (Dr. Hall) such a strong, 
unswerving and loyal attachment, he couid 
nottell. He could tell why it was that he 
loved Mr. Beecher. . 

‘‘It was because of his limpid serenity, his 
noble high-mindedness, his love for all men, 
his sincerity for a friend in trouble, and his 
many beautiful traits of personal character 
that were known to me that made their dear 
departed brother so loved.’’ 

THE PROCESSION. 

Undertaker Hopper’s assistants came in 
and carried the casket down the steps and to 
the hearse which stood in the rear of the Thir- 
teenth Regiment. On the coftin was laid a pall 
of bright green fernsand with its emerald 
hues intermingled,the beautiful shades of many 
varieties of roses. The Plymouth Company 
which had ied the van of the regiment as it ap- 
proached the house, formed eight-file front 
and followed the coffin to the rear, und then 
took the position of guard of honor. As the 
coffin was te out of the house the bugle 
band of the regiment sounded a solemn dirge. 
As soon as the guard of honor had 
taken up its position round the 
hearse, the regiment was formed into twelve- 
file front with arms reversed. The procession 
then moved slowly down Clark street until 
the hearse passed the front of the house, when 
the mempers of the family who so desired got 
in the carriages in waiting and brought - the 
rear, falling in line as the cortege moved on. 
The drum corps 

PLAYED A FUNERAL MARCH 

with muffled drums. On arriving at the 
church the regiment formed double file front 
to receive the body at the Orange street en- 
trance, in front of which the hearse drew up. 
The casket was carricd in the church 
up the Henry street aisle, and 
piaced on the dais in front of the pul- 
pit. The pall was drawn back and the sliding 
top of the casket was removed, exposing to 
view the face of the dead. The guard of honor 
took up its position, and then the regiment 
filed into church in doubie-file front, marched 
up one aisie and passed in front of the 
coffin, breaking ranks and passing one 
file on each side and then down 
the other aisle to the street. In the 
meantime Gen. Horatio C. King. played, as the 
body was bornein the church, Beethoven's 
burial march. Itis the same march that was 
peages at the great composer’s funeral in 1723. 

here will be musicinthe church during the 
whole of the time the body lies in the church. 

The regiment then reformed and marched to 
the Armory with the drum corps leading. 
When they drew up infrontot the house the 
color-bearers faced the door and the body was 
received with drooped ensigns.

The Temperance Leader After Prominent 
Presbyterian Preachers.

These memorials never were presented, and 
Mr. Wm, C, Wilson ofthis city, who has led 
the fight for submission in Missouri, at once 
accused the officers of suppressing 
them. Dr. Marguis, the moderator of the 
General Assembly, denied that the officers had 
ever come tnto possession of the memorials. 
Mr. Wilson sent out tracers in the post- 
office and received the information 
officially thatthe memorials had been deliv- 
ered to the Committee on Arrangements ofthe 
General Assembly. 

Mr. Wilson wrote to members 
of the committee and from them received ex- 
plicit denials that thev had ever 
seen the memorials. Relying upon 
the information from the Post-of- 
fice Department Mr. Wilson is oe i 
the war into Egypt. The memorials and all 
the correspondence that ensued on the ques- 
tion of thelr suppression he has collected and 
issued in the shupe of a pamphlet with the 
title: ‘‘Aleohol—Its Influence and Power.’’

THE LUMBER TRADE. 

OTTAWA, Ont., March 10.—The outlook for 
the lumber trade for the coming season is far 
from encouraging and unlessin the next few 
weeks there is a great improvement in the 
condition of the woods, which are now cov- 
ered with snow from twelve to fifteen feet 
deepin places, lumbering business will sus- 
taina very severe loss. Men who were sent 
into the woods to make logs are return- 
ing, as it is impossible to work. Of 
the stock of lumber on hand nearly 


every plank in the Ottawa District has been 
| Aprende and there is nothing left to supply 

he present demand. Within the past twelve 
months the price of lumber here has advanced 
16 per cent. The uncertainty of this season’s 
cut has had the effect of still further running 
up prices, and mill-owners decline to fix a fig- 
ure for future delivery. Members of some of 
the oldest lumbering firms say that this has 
been the most severe winter on lumbering 


operations they ever experienced, and it 
is feared that the cut will fall 
a long wa short of the quantity of 


logs that will be required to fill the demand 
for sawed lumber. he terrible fall of snow 
during the present winter has by no means 
been confined to this district, as advices re- 
ceived from Three Rivers, Quebec, state that 
arrivais from the lumbering districts there re- 
portan unprecedented quantity of snow in 
the woods—fifteen feet in some places. There 
is certain to bea great dearth of logs in the 
spring, andthe lumber trade will certainly 
sustain a great loss. 
'A LIVELY SEASON EXPECTED.

MANUFACTURERS PROTEST THAT THEY DO 
VOT WISH TO INJURE THE BRIDGE, 


But Fail to Show How They Can Do Switch- 
ing for 75 CentsaCar—Pfaul Fusz Ex- 
plains the Manufacturers’ Project—L. M. 
Rumsey’s Ideas — Councilman Temple 
Says Switching Cannot Be Done by the 
Manufacturers’ Company for 75 Cents. 


The friends of the Merchants’ Bridge are 
going to make a strong effort to pull through 
the bill granting them terminal facilities. 
Pressure will be brought to bearupon the 
Council and an effort made to have the disa- 
greeable amendments to the bill lopped off. 
A prominent member of the Council stated 
this morning that they would be lopped off. 

‘‘They were puton there,’’ he said, ‘‘for 
the purpose of injuring the bill and through 
it the bridge project. Any one can see that. They 
will be taken off by the Council. What tne 
House may then do with the bilil cannot sur- 
mise. The proposition that the Terminal 
Compavy shall pay for improvye- 
ments already made would take over $250,000 
out of the treasury of the company for noth- 
ing. That amendment, at least, will not stand 
and, in my opinion, the Council will pass the 
bill without its objectionable features.’’ 

THE MANUFATURERS’ BILL. 

The action of the North St. Louis manufact- 
urers in introducing the manufacturers’ ter- 
minal railway bill, seems more guspicious 
when it is considered that one of 


the provisions of the Dill is_ _ that 
the company is to obtain permission of the St. 
Louis Bridge & Tunnel Company to connect 
with its tracks and ts also to obtain permission 
to use the tracks of the St. Louis Trans- 
fer Railway Company. Without this 

ermission the franchise is valueless. The 
Be. Louis Bridge and Tunnel Company is Mr. 
Gould’s property. The St. Louis Transfer 
Railway Company is controlled bythe Wig- 

ns Ferry Company. Mr. Gould and the 

Viggins Ferry Company are the only enemies 
ofthe merchants’ bridge project. 

Paul Fusz, one of the incorporatérs of the 
Manufacturers’ Railway and Tran¥portation 
Company, stated this morning that the scheme 
for building a connecting road between the 
St. Louis bridge and the northern part of the 
city wus one that had been under considera- 
tion for years. 

‘*We need a connection of some kind,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and have needed it ever since the 
bridge was buiit. Our idea is to have the 
tracks of our road connected with those of 
the 8t. Louis bridge, so that coal and other 
freight A to us and as over the 
bridge can be switched off of the bridge 
before it reaches the tunnel, and taken d!- 
rect to our factories and founderies.

SOMETHING OF A FRAUD. 
The bucket-shop bill which has passed 


the House by a yote of 93 to 19 is, on its 
face, a bill tosuppress not only bucket- 
shops but allsortsof gambling on mar- 
gins in the regularly incorporated ex- 
changes and boards of trade. But the 
frowning face it turns upon gambling in 
these institutions seems to be a false face. 


It punishes as gambling any pretended 


sale or purchase, or any offer to buy or 
sell when there is on the one side no 
intention to deliver and on the other side 
no intention to receive the goods, but only 
to close the transaction by settling on the 
basis of the margin. It also punishes the 
association or corporation which permits 
such transactions on its premises or in ite 
places of business. Now, under the rules 
of the Chicago Board of Trade there is no 
such thing recognized as a deal which 
does not involve the liability of the seller 
for actual delivery and the obligation of 
the buyer to take all he buys. Neverthe- 
less the great bulk ofthe so-called trading 
in the Chicago Board of Trade is a mere 
settlement of margins, and the principal 
business of its members is the projection 
and operation of ‘‘corners,’’ compared 
with which the worst ‘‘skin games” of 
bucket-shop or gambling hell are harm- 
less and honest. 


The delivery liability seems to be the 


very thing that enables the big fish to eat 
up the little ones, the big combination to 
squeeze the weaker one, and at the same 
time to squeeze the market at both ends; 
robbing the producer on the one hand and 
the consumer on the other. Comparing 
the prices of wheat and pork under cur- 
rent manipulations with the prices re- 
ceived by producers last fall we see how 
the cotton-field hand down South has to 
pay now for his pork and bread without 
profit to the Northwestern producer, and 
when we note how this manipulation pre- 
vents exportation the injury to general 
trade becomes apparent. 


Yet under this very law passed by the 


House at Jefferson City there will be no 
check to this sort of trading. The rule of ' 
the association is proof that it does not 
permit such transactions and is not re- 
sponsible for their occurrence, and so it 
cannot be fined for permitting them. The 
same rule, together with the fact that the 
association enforces it when called on to 
do so, is conclusive proof that every 
transaction on that floor involves actual 
delivery of the goods. Only when one 
ofthe gamblers gets hurt.and pleads the 
gambling act does the secret understand- 
ing of the parties and the actual business 
custom of the institution become a matter 
of tangible evidence. We do not see that 
this new law will correct anything that is 
wrong in the boards of trade, or affect 
anything but the little side shows called 
bucket-shops.

LEGAL ADVERTISING. 
Under one of the special] laws applicable 


only to St. Louis, and therefore, forbidden 
by the Constitution, but enacted by the 
Legislature under the thin evasion that it 
applies to ‘‘all cities having more than 
100,000 inhabitants,’’ legal advertising in 
St. Louis is printed in the newspaper 
which bids the lowest for it, the award 
being made by the Judges of the Circuit 
Court. 


This law orders that ‘‘advertisements, 


judicial notices and orders of publication”’ 
shall be published in the newspaper so 
designated, but it does not clearly define 
what advertisements are meant. to 
be included in its scope. Adver- 
tisements of trustee’s sales are clearly 
not included, and a bill has been 
introduced in the Senate—‘‘Senate 
Bill 244”—which attempts to make these 
advertisements legal advertisements by 
ordering that they shall be inserted in the 
legal newspaper, but which recognizes 
that they are not thereby made legal 
advertisements, inasmuch as it declares 
that the legal newspaper need not print 
them unless it wishes to, and need not 
accept them at the legal rate. The lan- 
guage of the law is: ‘‘Provided, however. 
“that unless such paper shall publish such 
“advertisements at the same rate at which 
“it may at the time publish judicial notices 
“under contract, the publication may be 
“made in any other publication in said 
“city .’? 


It is hard to imagine a more sloppy at- 


tempt at legislation. If it is intended to 
make these trustee’s sales legal advertise- 
ments let them be included in the judi- 
cial contract. If they are not to be 
so included, the Legislature should not 
create the impression that they are and 
thereby deceive the public,

RETALIATION. 


HOW THE ANTI-RAILROAD MEN VENTED

PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 10.—The en- 
thusiasin of the Rhode Island Democracy has 
notabated.

Rhode 
Islanders are the most conservative people in 
the country, but when once the citizens de- 
cideonachange, they are pretty certain to 
getit.

NEW BRUNSWICK’S HERMITS, 


Efforts of the Authorities to Ascertain the 
Fate of Fanny Denmead.

NEw BRUNSWICK, N.J,, March 10.—Two po- 
licemen stood guard overthe hovel of the 
Denmeads yesterday while hundreds of peo- 
ple approached as near as the police per- 
mitted. Early inthe morning Samuel Den- 
mead visited the office of Judge Cowenhoven 
and remained there for two hours. He is 65 
years old. He was dressed in a comfortable 
beaver coat that had the appearance of having 
been slept in. Around his neck were two 
handkerchiefs, while on his face were 
irreguiar patches of gray whiskers. 
His feet were covered with a heavy 
pair of arctics. A shabby derby 
hat was on his head. He avoids discussing the 
condition of his wife, butisinclined to stop 
all conversation when his questioner presses 
him too closely. He said to your corres pon- 
dent yesterday that Overseer of the Poor 
Wright was responsibie for the stories regard- 
ing his wife. When asked what hee condition 
was, he replied: ‘‘i have not seen her 
to-day; she was not up when I left. 
I hope her condition is not alarming, forl 
would not like to lose her. She was badly 
hurt about two months ago. A lot of boys 
were rushing up the street dragging a part ot a 
wagon behind them, and as they came up to 
her they jeered and shouted and she became 
frightened and started across the street and 
accidentally ran against a post. She re- 
bounded and fell down the steep embank- 
ment, cutting her face and body ina frightful 
manner. She then caught cold and now she 
bas pneumonia.’’

She married J. B. Ayers, a 
weaithy man, and they had oneson. One day 
Ayers and the boy were missing and since that 
time, now twenty years ago, she has not heard 
fromthem. Her worriment knew no end, 
and though she has been married about ten 
years to Denmead, sheis confident of seeing 
her son and husband some day. Mayor §tron 
savs that her husband has been communicate 
with inthe West and that he will be herein a 
day or two.

THE CREW SAVED. 


The Loss of the Steamer Egypt and Cargo at 
Sea. 


By Telegraph to the POx#t-DIsPatTcr. 

NEw YORK, March 10.—The bark Hannah 
Blanchard of Windsor, N. S., arrived here late 
last night, bringing with her the captain and 
crew of twenty-nine men of the tramp steamer 
Evypt, whom she had rescued from almost 
certain death about 1,200 miles out atsea. The 
Egypt left this port February 22, bound for 
Lisbon, with 33,000 bushels of wheat. Three 


days out she was overtaken by a heavy gale 
which hourly increased in violence. While 
scudding before it about sundown 
she shipped a tremendous sea which broke 
her foreboom crutch and did other damage. 
At 8 o’clock another sea broke on board, 
staving in the fore-hatch and starting the 
bulkhead. The engine-room was flooded with 
water and the foredeck completely submerged. 
The gale lasted throughout the night, and at 
5o0’clock the following morning it was blow- 
ing a hurricane. Then came another tre- 
mendous wave which burst over the ship, 
completely filling her foredeck. The sails on 
the forehateh were burst in, and the water 
poured into the hold. Then another wave 
struck the deck and washed five of them 
down into the _ bold. 
began settling by the bead, 
water increased rapidiy in the engine- 
room until 8a. m. Saturday it had washed 
out the fires. The situation was desperate, 
and the Egypt was hove to. Ajit hands were 
employed bailing water and trying to cet the 
donkey fire under way. In the afternoon the 
weather moderated and the ship rolied neav- 
ily. Sunday morning the weather was fine, 
and at daylight the carpenter ‘‘scarfed’’ fore 
and aft, and securely battered the fore hatch, 
A steamer was sighted late Sunday afternoon, 
and the Egvpt boisted flags for assistance, 
but the stranger disappeared without respond- 
ing.

| MARRIED IN LONDON 


CIRCLES OF GOTHAM. 


Mr. Eugene Cruger’s Marriage With Mrs, 
Meta Kane Bell—The Domestic Troubles 
of Mr. Crugerand His Divorced Wits_ 
The Spedden Family Indignant. 


Bv Telegravh to the POsST-DiIspatcn. 

NEw York, March 10.—The notice which ap. 
peared in yesterday’s marriage column of the 
morning papers of the nuptials of Mr. Eugene 
Crager ana Mrs, Meta Kane Bell in London 
Saturday caused a decided sensation in 80ciety 
circles. It was known that Mr. Cruger haa 
been exceedingly attentive to Mrs. Bell, who 
isthe young widow of the late Waiton Bei) 
for two years past, but inasmuch as there has 
been no knowledge of a divorce having peen 
granted either to himself or his wife, formerty 
Miss Spedden, the sensation was quite natural 
Mr. Cruger is a nephew of Col. Van Rennsaler 
Cruger; is a member of the old Knickerbocker 
family of that name, and is now about 32 
years of age. Having a competency, he leq a 
life oftravel and leisure until his marriage, 
seven years ago, to Miss Spedden, a daughter 
of Mr. E. M. Spedden, u New Orleans mer- 
chant who came to New York with his family 
to reside abouttwelye years ago. Both Mr. 
Crugerand Miss Spedden were enthusiastic 
and accomplished musicians, and this mutual 
taste first brought them together. After 
their marriage Mr. Cruger took up 
the real estate business for some time 
with his unele, Col. Cruger. He let 
this to go abroad four years ago foratwo. 
years’ sojourn with his wife, and when he re. 
turned in 1885, formed a partnership with his 
father-in-law, Mr. Spedden, to transact a gen. 
eral brokerage business. This partnership 
has been recently dissolved by the retirement 
of Mr. Cruger. Mr. Cruger, who is a fine. 
looking man, had never gone much in society 
before his marriage. After his marriage he 
suddenly developed a decided taste for 
society, and New York society, to whom Miss 
Spedden was also a comparative stranger, 
owing to her being a newcomer in the city, 
gladiy welcomed the young couple, who 

SOON BECAME EXCEEDINGLY POPULAR. 
About this time Mr. Cruger joined the 
Lambs’ Club and became a well-known figure 
in that and other up-town clubs. It was soon 
aiter their arrival in Europe, in 1884, that 
rumors began to be heard that the young 
couple were not living happily, and thatthe 
wife had taken her husband abroad in order 
to remove him from the society of some 
rather too-gay companions. These rumors 
gradually died away until they were confirmed 
in the arrival here of Mr. and Mrs. Cruger 
two years ago, and their almost immediate 
separation. Twochildren had meanwhile ar- 
rived on the scene, and with these Mrs.Cruger 
went to live with her parents. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact of their separation, there was little 


‘talk of divorce, and, as far asis known, no 


steps for divorce had been taken until re- 
cently by eitber ofthem. Mrs. Bell, who is a 
daughter of the late Pierre Kane and a cousin 
of Col. Delancy Kane, was left a widow five 
or six years ago. The husband was a well- 
known young member of the Union Club anda 
connection of Mr. Isaac Bell. They had only 
been married several years when he died, leav- 
ing his widowa good property. Soon after 
Mr. Cruger’s return from Europe, stories ofa 
mutual infatuation between Mrs. Bell ana 
himself beganto becirculated. In fact, itis 
said that friends of Mrs. Bell warned her that 
a scandal would ensueifshe permitted Mr.

It was their in- 
tention to first go to London, where they must 
have arrived about the time of 
MR. CRUGER’S MARRIAGE TO MRS. BELL. 

About a month ago R. H. Seatell, a well- 
known lawyer, obtained an absolute divorce 
from her husband. It was granted in this 
State, and under our laws Mr. Cruger has no 
legal right to remarry. Last nighta reporter 
called at the Spedden residence. Mrs. 
Spedden at first declined to make anv state- 
ment whatever concerning the divorce. 
Finally, after much persuasion, she 
said: ‘*This matter has been a terri- 
bie thing to all of us. We had desired to 
keep it quiet, so as not to occasion any 
talk, but these people, Mr. Cruger and Mrs. 
Bell, have brought it all upon themselves. It 
is very bad taste for them to flaunt this so- 
called marriage in our faces, for Mr. Cruger 
has no right to marry again. My daughter 
heard about a month agothatthey had gone 
over to Paris and tried to get married there, 
but had failed to have the ceremony per- 
formed and had gone back to London. She 
supposed that they had gone through 
the form immediately after that, 
and before she started for Europe. 
She went abroad — because her 
health was§poor, and I hopedthe change 
would do ner good. No one knows what she 
has had to put up with from Mr. Cruger. Steps 
for a divorce were put off as long as poasibie, 
but it was out of the question for my daughter 
to try to live with him. This widow is the 


cause ofallthe trouble. She is rich and sev- 
eral years olderthan he.’’ Mrs. Bell-Cruger 
has agirl 9 years of age, a boy several years 
younger having died some time ago.

SOUTHERN LEVEES. 


Breaks From Arkansas City to Louisiana 
Being Watched and Repaired. 


VICKSBURG, Miss., March 10.—Capt. W. F. 
Rosseli, United States engineer, arrived here 
yesterday, having made a personal inspection 
of all levees from Memphis south. He states 
‘that those on the Mississippi side are in good 
condition, and has no fears of any breaks on 
the present water. He also states that Capt. 


. G. Dabney of the upper levee district and 
Ma): Starling of the lower district are bares 
their respective lines closely watched, anda 
weak points are being strengthened. Capt. 
Rossel saw nothing on the trip to cause 
alarm. He has purchased 50,000 sacks and is 
now distributing them where the levees are 
threatened from Arkansas City south on the 
Louisiana side. The United States engineers, 
accompanied by the Louisiana levee ofticials, 
visited the Reid crevasse yesterday. There 


are three breaks in the Reid levee, gre- 
gating 400 feet in length with a iarge 
volume of water going through. The en- 


gineers, after their inspection, decided that 
nothing could be done to close the breaks. 
They will, however, take steps to preventthe 
further cutting away of the ends of the 
levee, and to protect the levees below the 
crevasse, which are weakened by the crevasse 
water flowing behind them. The United 
States engineers and the State and Levee 
Boards are all acting in concert and every- 
thing possibie is being done to prevent a dis- 


aster by high water. The lowlands in 
Madison anc other’ parishes border- 
ing on Bayou Macon, the Tensas 


River and their tributaries are fast filling from 
the opening in the Arkansas front and back 
water from Diamond Island and the Reid 
breaks, and ifthe river goes much higher itis 
feared great damage will be done. The 
officials of the Vicksburg, Shreveport & Pacific 
Railroad fear the roadbed, which was raised 
through the lowlands between Delta and 
Monroe, will be cut away at points where a 
a strong current strikes it.

OF THE CORONET AND DAUNTLESS. 


The Start to Be Made Saturday ati P. M.— 
Antipodean Scullers—Yale’s Great Ball 
Team—‘‘The Demon” and ‘The Strang- 
ler”—Base Ball Gossip—Sporting News.

NEw YorK, March 10.—Some surprise was 
caused among yachtsmen yesterday when it 
was learned thatthe start of the ocean race 
between the yachts Coronet andDauntless were 
again postponed because the former vessel 
would not be ready to sail to-day, the day 
agreed upon forthe race.

As Iunder- 
stand it he wanted to take offafoot or 80 
from the head of his foresail and take two 
cloths off the afterleech. Now, how longa 
job would that be fer a New York sail 
maker?’’ 

To say that Mr. Colt, the owner of the 
Dauntless, was disappointed, is to put it mild- 
ly. Hesaid lastevening: ‘‘Ithink Mr. Bush 
might have been courteous enough to have in- 
formed me ofthe postponement and not per- 
mitted me to learn it from his sailing-master, 
who doubtless acted under instructions from 
his owner; still itseems to me that if I had 
anything to communicate to Mr. Bush I should 
not have instructed Capt. Samuels to write to 
bim.’’ 

A correspondent of the PosT-DISPATCH 
called at the sail loft of Wilson & Griffin yes- 
terday, and Mr. Wilson said that the altera- 
tions to the foresail of the Coronet were nearly 
completed. ‘*The captain was here a short 
time ago,’’ said Mr. Wilson, ‘‘and is to send 
tor the sailat3 o’clock.
